At the recent Buffalo convention 
of the sanatary officers of the State 
of New York, tuberculosis occupied 
the major part of the attention of 
the four hundred members gathered 
to discuss measures for the protec- 
tion of the public health. It was the 
general opinion of these experts 
that the death rate from this dis- 
ease in this State can be very largely 
reduced, but that to bring this 
about mUCb more money must be 

spent than has thus far been devot- 
ed to this use. It was shown that 
undei the present lack of control 

throughout the State not only does 
consumption cause every year over 
14,000, or OOe-tenth of all deaths, 
but that the disease Is on the in- 
crease. Dr. John II. I'ryor, who 

was formally the Superintendent of 

the Stale Hospital for Incipient Tu- 
berculosis at, Ray Brook, advocated 
a chain of sanatoria through the 
BtatC and especially in the Ad iron- 
decks as the speediest and cheapest 

way of properly providing for the 

treatment of consumption in New 
York, and he at the same time called 
attention to the fact, that the dis- 
ease in its early and relatively 
curable stages is as yet seldom re- 
cognized by patients or physicians. 
In support of this lie cited the fact 
that to-day there is room for lifty- 
five more patients at Ray Brook out 
of atotal accommodation of but two 
hundred beds, staling that these 
beds are not all filled because those 
who have incipient tuberculosis do 
not apply for admission until their 
disease has gotten beyond the point 
where they may be treated at this 
sanatorium.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallandet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf- Mtil os. The present Chnrch 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
Of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built, 
some twenty-live feet hack from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet In depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
ami will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deal-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The (Julian 
del Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
ItMU, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
